Nixon pardon questions 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford 
has offered to discuss his pardon of 
former 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
before a House panel in what would be the 
first such congressional appearance by a 
President since Abraham Lincoln. 
George Washington was the only other 
President to testify in congress while in 
office. 
Ford 
told 
a House 
Judiciary 
subcommittee Monday night he wants to 
arrange the appearance within the next 10 
days to answer 14 questions on the par­ 
don. 
Questions include whether negotiations 
for the 
pardon 
began 
before 
Nixon 
resigned, 
whether 
any 
promises 
or 
conditions were made and whether Ford 
had any psychiatric or medical reports on 
Nixon when he granted the pardon. 
White House spokesmen said Ford is 
leaving to the subcommittee any decision 
on live television coverage and whether 
the President will be put under oath.

the 
surprise 
personal 
appearance in a letter to subcommittee 
chairman William L. Hungate. D-Mo.. as 
the House took up a related bill cutting 
Ford’s $850,000 expense money request for 
Nixon to $398,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A decline in 
prices paid farmers for cattle and hogs 
holds out a possibility of tower retail 
prices this fall — but higher prices for 
meat later on. 
Elsewhere 
on 
the 
economic scene, 
airline costs may be headed upward and a 
lO-cent-a-gallon gasoUne tax remains un­ 
der study by the government. 
The Agriculture Department reported 
Monday that its farm price index declined 
two per cent from Aug. 15 to Sept. 15, the 
first drop since spring. 
But the report contained a warning of 
possible future problems 
It attributed 
much of the decline to lower farm prices 
for cattle and hogs, becau.se farmers have 
been sending more to market This could 
mean lower meat prices at retail later this 
fall 
— 
if 
the middlemen pass 
the 
reductions along. 
But, said the Agriculture Department, 
at least part of the extra animals are 
breeding stock, which means there will be 
fewer pigs 
and cattle next year and 
therefore less meat later on. That’s what 
happened earlier during similar cutbacks 
by poultry' farmers. Eggs and poultry went 
up 13 per cent the following month. 
In 
related 
developments, 
it 
was 
announced the executive committee of 
President Ford’s new Economic Policy 
Board is meeting daily to consider pro­ 
posals put 
forth during a month of 
economic summit meetings completed last 
weekend. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board reported 
Monday that four of the nation’s airlines 
have asked to increase domestic fares by 4 
to 7 per cent Nov. 1 becau.se of increased 
fuel costs. 


Other airlines reportedly are considering 
similar moves. The CAB must approve 
fare hikes, but it has said it will go along 
with those that can be ju.stified by the 
rising cost of fuel. That cost is now two- 
thirds more than it was a year ago. 


Continental Airlines asked for a 7 per 
cent increase, while 4 per cent increases 
were requested by American. Eastern and 
Trans World Airlines. 


A 4 per cent increase in air fares would 
mean that a one-way ticket between Los 
Angeles and .New York would rise from 
$187 to nearly $195 The same ticket cost 
$168 before the fuel shortage. 
Air fares already have increased 11 per 
cent since last Dec 1 
President Ford reportedly takes a dim 
view of the proposal that the new federal 
economic policy include a 10-to 20-cents-a- 
gallon gasoline tax. But Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Ford is keeping an open 
mind on this and other suggestions. 
The tax is one of several proposals 
under study and a White House spokesman 
said Ford is expected to spend much of his 
time this week discussing a broad range of 
suggestions.

Mandatory energy 
controls possible

President Ford will outline a pr(^ram of 
energy conservation to Congress next 
week that may include some mandatory 
energy control. 
Simon 
said 
the 
only 
leverage 
oil 
importing nations have to bring about 
lower oil prices is to reduce consumption 
and 
increase domestic 
production 
of 
energy resources. 
But he gave few clues on what the 
President might specifically propose. 
“ That’s being studied now,” he said 
when asked at a news conference if 
mandatory measures would be included 
“ That s for the President to decide,” he 
told reporters prior to a formal addre.ss to 
the 
126-nation 
International 
Monetary 
Fund’s annual meeting. 
“ We are confronted with the threat of 
inflationary 
forces so strong and 
so 
persistent that they could jeopardize not 
only the prosperity but even the stability 
of our societies.” Simon said in his speec h. 
He said the United States planned to 
stick to its policies of seeking to restrain 
demand for goods through balanced fiscal 
and monetary policies, even though other 
speakers have said rigid pursuit of antide­ 
mand policies could push the world 
economy to the brink of rece.ssion. 
“ I recognize this concern.” Simon said, 
“ but I do not believe we should let it 
distort our judgment.” 
“ If we fail to persevere in our anti­ 
inflation policies now, with the result that 
inflation becomes more severe, then in 
time countermeasures will be required 
that would be so drastic as to ri.sk sharp 
downturns and di.sruptions in economic ac­ 
tivity,” he added. 
Simon 
said 
existing 
international 
financial 
institutions 
are 
working 
reasonably well in recycling surplus funds 
from oil exporting nations to importing 
nations. But he said the United States 
would 
support 
a 
study 
of 
possible 
alternatives. 


Simon also said the United States would 
oppose any increa.se in quota payments by 
member nations of the IM F until there is 
a change in the pre.sent requirement that 
25 per cent be in gold The United States 
wants gold pha.sed out of the international 
monetary system. 


Simon seemed to go out of his way to avoid 
being critical of oil-proilucing nations. 
He said oil producers so far had acted 
responsibly in investing their oil wealth in 
other countries, 
including the 
United 
States, which he said had received about 
$8 billion of the $30 billion oil investment 
funds. 


Simon expre.s.siHl far less concern over 
the threat of a det‘p world recession than 
many foreign delegates to the week-long 
IM F meeting. 


“ We don’t believe, as .some others do. 
there is a danger of world depression,” 
Simon said.

again.st pursuing rigid anti-inflation pol­ 
icies that could push the world to the brink 
of a major recession.

SFCC plans to discuss 
next move for building

Fair Co mmunity Co llege 
Bo ard o f Trustees certified last week’s 
bo nd issue electio n results Mo nday night 
and planned "a meeting within two weeks” 
to discuss o ptio ns the co llege has fo r a 
building pro gram, acco rding to William 
Ho pkins, bo ard president.

Dav is said he talked to Pelham after the 
bo nd issue’s seco nd defeat and Pelham 
indicated the co llege didn’t hav e much 
cho ice but to spend the Yeater mo ney . “ He 
felt with the co st o f co nstructio n increasing 
steadily , we better use the mo ney so o n to 
get the mo st use o ut o f the estate. ” Dav is 
said.

Less activity 


needs less food 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Is it true 
that people over 45 require 
only a small portion of food? 
t^ar Reader — It is true of 
some but certainly not all. If 
y ou become more and more 
inactive phy sically then y ou will 
need less and less food. Also, if 
y ou let y our amount of muscle 
dimi.ush because y ou never do 
any thing 
that 
works 
y our 
muscles under a load then y ou 
will use even fewer calories just 
sitting around than y ou did 
earlier in life. 
The decrease in calorie usage 
by y our body after 40 is often 
associated with loss of muscles. 
If 
y ou 
keep 
active, 
and 
particularly if y ou do strength 
ex ercises to maintain the size of 
y our muscles, y ou will still be 
able to eat as much as alway s 
and not get fat. It doesn’t take 
long to do strength ex ercises, 
and if y ou do them regularly it 
will help a lot. Ex amples of 
these are chin-ups, push-ups. 
knee bends, weight training and 
some isometric-ty pe ex ercises 
as opposed to walldng 10 miles. 
•Walking, jogging and similar 
a ctiv ities 
are 
endurance 
ex ercises. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I am in my 
late 60s. 1 was told 10 y ears ago 
I had an enlarged prostrate 
gland, but not to bother about it 
unless it bothers me. 
Recently I was ex amined by a 
different doctor as my other 
doctor passed away . He told me 
my 
prostate 
gland 
was 
enlarged, 
too. 
I 
have 
no 
problem 
urinating, 
but 
do 
dribble for a minute or two 
when I think I’m finished. 
My question is. do y ou think 1 
should be operated on at this 
time or should I wait longer? 
Dear Reader -- It depends 
entirely 
upon 
how 
much 
obstruction y ou have. You can’t 
alway s tell that by just doing a 
manual 
ex amination. 
The 
prostate can enlarge outward 
and not significantly compress 
the urethral drainage from the 
bladder. It can also enlarge 
toward the center, like filling 
the 
hole 
in 
a 
d onut, 
compressing 
the 
urethra 
without feeling very large. 
Your sy mptoms are some 
indication 
of 
how 
much 
obstruction y ou have. When 
obstruction 
becomes marked 
there 
may 
be 
a 
markedly 
distended bladder. This may 
cause 
frequent 
urination 
without completely empty ing 


the bladder. You may also have 
other problems, in starting y our 
stream and stopping it. The 
stream may be small in caliber. 
Your sy mptoms don't sound 
like 
y ou 
are 
having 
much 
trouble y et 


When it is desirable to know 
for sure how much obstruction 
a man has, it is necessary to 
have him empty his bladder as 
completely as he can. Then a 
catheter (hollow tube) is passed 
through the urethrea into the 
bladder and if there is still a lot 
of urine present it can be 
drained out and the amount 
measured. 
It 
is 
sometimes 
surprising how much is there. A 
wash 
basin 
full 
is 
not 
uncommon in severe problems. 
A 
simple 
X 
ray 
of 
the 
abdomen after urination may 
also show a distended bladder. 
When dy e studies of the kidney s 
are done, the dy e collects in the 
bladder and makes it more 
obvious. 
Certainly y ou shouldn't have 
surgery done unless it can be 
shown by one of the above 
methods that y ou really do have 
a lot of urine in the bladder that 
is 
not 
being 
eliminated.

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Castro’s timing 


The United States’ first overture 
tow ard 
“ n orm alization ’ 
of 
relations with Cuba doesn’t appear 
to be getting off to exactly an 
auspicious start. 


Prime Minister Fidel Castro was 
host to two U. S. senators last 
weekend, Republican Jacob Javits 
of 
New 
York 
and 
Democrat 
Claiborne Pell of Rhode island, 
who as members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee were 
sent to test the water for a possible 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
with Cuba, severed since 1961. 


But with a sense of timing that 
could only be construed as an 
intentional 
slap. 
Castro picked 
Saturday to make a speech strongly 
attacking 
the 
U.S., 
including 
President Ford personally for his 
explanation 
of 
this 
country’s 
limited intervention in Chile. (We 
will note without comment the 


heavy irony of a Communist, of all 
people, condemning intervention 
in the affairs of other nations.) 


Despite Castro’s blast, Senators 
Javits and Pell claimed the “ ice 
had 
been 
broken” 
in working 
toward a resumption of relations. 


Since Washington has set ample 
precedent by opening doors to Red 
China and, most recently. East 
Germany, the same will no doubt 
eventually happen with Cuba. Its 
police state terrorism is perhaps no 
different from that practiced in 
Brazil, or the Soviet Union, not to 
mention a host of other nations 
with 
whom 
we 
exchange 
ambassadors. 


Besides, isolating the Marxist 
virus, as one would isolate a deadly 
plague, does not seem to be a 
fashionable approach in diplomatic 
circles today.

A conservative view 
Consumer bill dead 
for this session

WASHINGTON — By refusing to close 
off debate, the Senate on Sept. 19 killed a 
consumer protection bill for this session of 
Congress. It is cause for rejoicing. 


But it is not cause 
for 
much 
rejoicing. 
This very bad bill will 
be back at the 
next 
session 
of 
Congress, 
and 
for 
obvious 
rea­ 
sons 
it 
will 
be 
far 
more difficult to defeat 
the 
measure 
again. 
North 
CaroUna's 
Sam 
Ervin, 
who 
led 
the 
Senate filibuster, will be replaced in 
January 
by 
Connecticut’s 
Abraham 
Ribicoff as chairman of the Government 
Operations 
Committee. 
Four 
other 
senators who opposed cloture also are 
joining 
Ervin 
in 
retirement. 
Eight 
opponents of the bill face re-election m 
November, and 
two of the eight — 
Dominick of Colorado and Young of North 
Dakota — have tough campaigns ahead. 


The fourth and final vote on cloture 
needed 66 votes to end the fiUbuster. The 
motion got 64 votes. If Sen. Edward 
Kennedy had made it to the floor on time 
— he was one minute late in arriving — the 
margin would have been reduced to one 
vote. Sen Alan Cranston of California, a 
leading proponent, already is boasting that 
“we'll win it next year, absolutely.” 


The object of the bill is to create a new 
Agency for Consumer Advocacy, headed by 
an administrator with sweeping powers to 
intervene in both the formal and informal 
proceedings of every other federal agency. 
The 
administrator would 
represent a 
mythical, hypothetical being known as “ the 
consumer.” 
By 
his 
own 
fiat, 
the 
administrator would define “ the consumer 
interest ” Whatever the name of the actual 
administrator might 
be, the effective 
administrator would be Ralph Nader. This 
is the prospect that has to be faced. 


How did this bill manage to marshall 
such impressive support? One reason, 
based in ancient congressional custom, is 
that many members of the House and 


Senate had not found the time to read the 
bill carefully or to think soberly on the 
bill’s implications. They were mesmerized 
by such enchanUng words as “ consumer, ” 
“ protection," 
and 
“advocacy.” 
The 
expedient thing to do was to get on the side 
of the angels. 


But there is another reason, and it ought 
to be faced squarely by rny friends in the 
business community. Let me talk like a 
Dutch uncle to them. If business leaders 
had channeled one-tenth of the energy that 
devoted to fighting this bill into improving 
their products and services instead, they 
would not find themselves in this fix. Too 
many retailers and manufacturers have lost 
too much of the confidence they once 
enjoyed. 


Why 
the 
loss 
of 
confidence? 
By 
coincidence, on the very day the Senate 
was taking its cloture vote, a House 
subcommittee provided food for thought. 
The 
subcommittee 
had 
analyzed 
the 
warranties of 51 leading manufacturers. 
Only 
one 
of 
them 
— 
the 
Corning 
Corporation — provided customers with a 
warranty 
free 
of 
loopholes, 
catches, 
gimmicks, and take-backs. Fifty of the 51 
provided 
warranties 
containing 
such 
phrases as “ the manufacturer will be the 
sole 
judge 
of 
whether 
the 
part 
is 
defecUve ” Is it any wonder, I would ask 
my 
business 
friends, 
that 
many 
a 
disgruntled 
custom er 
urges 
his 
congressman to support the Nader bill? 


The business community will have to do 
better. For the short haul, a crash program 
of education has to be undertaken, with a 
view toward educating Congress and the 
public in the bureaucratic pitfalls of a 
“consumer protection” bill. It is doubtful 
that the people in fact are prepared to 
genuflect before the messianic Mr. Nader. 


For the long haul, vastly more must be 
done. 
Business 
and 
labor, 
working 
tc^ether, will have to pursue the old ideals 
of American industry — to make good 
products, and to stand behind them. We 
ought not to need a bureaucracy to define 
and protect “ the consumer interest.” This 
is the job of business itself. and it cannot be 
neglected.

The 
renowned 
Christian Children’s Fund, like the old lady 
who lived in the shoe, has so many children 
it doesn’t know what to do. Worse, the fund 
doesn’t know what it did with $25 million, 
which_was_ raised to feed, clothe and 
educate needy children around the world. 


As part of his study of charities. Sen. 
Walter 
Mondale, 
D-Minn., asked the 
General Accoutning Office to investigate 
the Children’s Fund, the G AO’s secret 
report to Mondale may prove unsettling to 
the sponsors who monthly contribute $12 
apiece to help one of the 18 8 ,000 children 
on the needy list. 


The government auditors discovered, for 
instance, that the fund sinks $2.4 million of 
the charity money into advertising to raise 
still 
more money. The ads, showing 
tattered 
tots 
with 
piUful 
faces, are 
heartrending. The solicited sponsors are 
given the impression that only the neediest 
are helped. 


This is not exactly true, according to the 
GAO. In the Philippines and Colombia, 
where the GAO made on-the-spot checks, 
the neediest are ignored “ because they are 
often undernourished and, as a result, 
cannot study effectively .” 


As a field office supervisor for the fund 
put it, somewhat uncharitably, "sponsors 
are pleased with a success story.” Children 
too k r gone in poverty need not apply. 


The sponsor is urged to give his “child” a 
special gift on birthdays and Christmases. 
But the secret GAO study found in Kenya, 
for example, that only 25 per cent of the 
gift money ever reached the designated 
children. 


“ The sponsor of one child in this project 
sent $34 to be used as a special gift,” 
reported the GAO. “ The child received 
$4.28 , and the project retained the rest.” 


In Greece, money was set aside to 
support a school which folded up. Some of 
the money was simply stashed in a bank 
depository, with no accounUng given. 


As a similar school project in Hong 
Kong, 118 children were supposedly being 
assisted by the fund. When the GAO 
checked, it found none of the children were 
even enrolled. The school was pocketing 
the cash. 


Supervision of the spending was catch-as- 
catch-can. Of 68 children’s projects in 
Kenya, only six had been inspected as 
required. In the Philippines, only 46 of 78 
projects had been evaluated; in Hong 
Kong, only 11 of 21; in Mexico, 44 of 147. 


Mondale, distressed at the findings, 
plans hearings shortly. Not 
only the 
Children’s Fund but other charities will be 
put under the spotlight. For example, the 
Foster Parents Plan, according to the 
GAO, “ will not accept the most needy 
families in an area because they feel they 
are less likely to achieve (the) goal of 
becoming self-sufficient.” 


Footnote: The Christian Children’s Fund 
conceded they were short of project 
inspectors. A spokesman said that as fast as 
GAO turned up deficiencies, the fund 
began corrective action. The fund said 
there was no evidence of misappropriation 
of money, only of inefficient procedures. A 
Foster Parents spokesman said “ we cannot 
help all the needy so we help those among 
the neediest with a fighting chance. ”

They felt sure, knowing his record, that 
he would turn the wilderness into the 
private preserve of the special interests. 


But the environmentalists may have 
been premature in their alarm. We have 
checked into Steiger’s claim that he is in 
demand for the Cabinet. A spokesman 
assured us that no one at the White House 
ever asked Steiger to be secretary of the 
interior. 


On the contrary, we have determined 
that it was Steiger who contacted the White 
House and asked to be considered for the 
job. Our White House sources say he made 
the pitch to his fellow Arizonian, Dean 
Burch. 


A member of Burch’s staff told us that, 
although Burch and Steiger were friends, 
Burch would “ never ever make an offer 
like that.” Steiger failed to return our calls. 


WATCH ON WASTE: While President 
Ford is calling upon Americans to tighten 
their belts, the Smithsonian Institution is 
spending $4 million a year on obscure 
research projects. 


A $70,000 project was approved this year, 


for example, for the study of wild boars in 
Pakistan. The study is supposed to help 
Pakistan control the wild boar population. 


The Smithsonian has also funded an 


$11,5 40, two-year research project to 
classify a species of bisexual Polish frog. 
This expenditure is explained as an effort 
to “allow Polish and American scientists to 
share the latest techniques in species 
identification.” 
A good many improverished Americans 


might be more interested in eating than 
classifying frogs. 


Foonote: The money for these far­ 
fetched projects is appropriated from 
surplus foreign currency owned by the U.S. 
government.
